16. (Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical composition according to Claim 1, 
characterized by a vehicle mixture of acceptable pharmaceutical vehicles that comprises 
microcrystalline cellulose, sodium glycolate of starch, polyvinylpyrrolidone, magnesium stearate 
and white opadry. 
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17. (Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical composition according to Claim 1, 
characterized by a percent by weight of 75% tinidazole. 

1 8. (Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical composition according to Claim 2, 
characterized by a percent by weight of 75% secnidazole. 

19. (Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical composition according to Claim 1, 
characterized by a percent by weight of 5.7% fluconazole. 

20. (Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical composition according to Claim 2, 
characterized by a percent by weight of 5.7% fluconazole. 

2 1 . (Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical composition according to Claim 1 , 
wherein the composition is characterized by about 1 12.5 mg of fluconazole and about 1.5 g of 
tinidazole. 

22. (Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical composition according to Claim 2, 
wherein the composition is characterized by about 1 12.5 mg of fluconazole and about 1.5 g of 
secnidazole.
